Ms. Kaner, 53, developed a progressive motor 
neuron disease six years ago that left her unable to use her 
hands and arms. But this wife, mother and teacher 
refused to let it stop her. "\ wasn't ready to stop working," 
she said. "Fm very strong-willed. I was determined to be 
the same person I was.'' 

Ms. Kaner returned to teaching French and 
Spanish at Fairhaven High School, correcting papers at 
night and managing her own household. Technology from 
Easter Seals and the expertise of Easter Seals-assisted 
technology specialist Linda Beaupre supported Ms. 
Kaner 's determination and has played a role in her 
achievements. 

Ms. Kaner had a French and English version of a 
hands-free voice recognition software program for her 
home computer, but she had limited computer experience. 
Ms. Beaupre taught Ms. Kaner how to use the English 
features of the software. She also provided her with a 
bookstand, tape recorder with a foot pedal for phone 
messages, backup devices for accessing her computer, and 
suggestions on how to set up her workspace. 

Ms. Kaner applied what she learned about the 
software's English version to the French version. She 
began using it to write lesson plans and grade papers in 
English, and to create tests and e-mail in French. Today

Holiday period, to drive sober and well-rested, to obey 
posted speed limits, to allow extra travel time for emer- 
gencies, and to make sure everyone is properly buckled 
up,'' said Secretary Edward A. Flynn. "This 'Click It or 
Ticket' mobilization will encourage safe driving that will 
help to reduce the more than 400 fatalities, 91,000 injuries, 
and $6.3 billion in economic costs from motor vehicle 
crashes that annually devastate Massachusetts families 
and our economy" 

There were four motor vehicle crashes that 
resulted in four fatalities during the four-day Thanksgiv- 
ing Holiday period in Massachusetts in 2002. 

Chief Magee also noted the following about 
safety belts, booster seats, and child safety seats: 

• Safety belts reduce the risk of death and serious 
injury in a motor vehicle crash by up to half. Yet a 2003 
statewide survey conducted by the Governor's Highway 
Safety Bureau found only 62 percent of front seat occu- 
pants wear safety belts in Massachusetts as compared to 
79 percent belt use nationwide. The lowest usage rate was 
among teen drivers at 58 percent. 

• Massachusetts law requires all drivers and 
passengers to be properly restrained in a safety belt, 
booster seat, or child safety seat. A driver may be stopped 
by police solely for having a child 12 years of age or 
younger improperly restrained ($25 fine per unbuckled 
occupant). 

• Massachusetts law requires children under five 
and weighing 40 pounds or less to ride properly secured 
in a child safety seat. Children five and older and weigh-

A regular meeting of the Mattapoisett Board of 
Selectmen was called to order on Monday, November 24 
at 7:00 pm by Chairman Barry J. Denham. Also present 
were Selectman Raymond H. Andrews, Selectman 
Stephen J. Lombard, Town Administrator Michael J. 
Botelho, and Administrative Assistant Melody Pacheco. 

The board first unanimously approved the 
minutes of the November 17 meeting and then voted to 
approve the appointment of Joyce B. Lavoie, 7 Summer 
Street, to the Bike Path Study Committee. After signing 
necessary bills, they approved and signed all town 
licenses (lodging, common victualler, all liquor licenses.

At 7:00 pm, the Board of Assessors opened a Tax 
Classification Hearing and presented their report to the 
board for fiscal year 2004.

Year 2004 would be set at $12.35 per $1,000 of valuation — 
up from the current rate of $12.10 per $1,000.

After unanimously approving the minutes of the 
November 17 meeting, the board reviewed an invoice 
from Town Counsels Perry, Hicks, Crotty and Deshaies, 
LLP, in the amount of $5,682 for legal services rendered. 
The board noted they would hold payment of the invoice 
pending the Board of Health's sign off. The board added 
that all departments need to sign off on such legal bills in 
a more timely manner to ensure that the town is being 
billed for actual services provided. 

Under incoming correspondence, the board 
received a letter from Building Inspector Robert C. Francis 
suggesting a policy be put in place to charge a 10 percent 
service fee for permit refunds issued. The board agreed 
with this suggestion and unanimously approved Mr. 
Francis' recommendation. 

'It's very reasonable to charge a fee to do the 
paperwork," Selectman Laboa said.

FERRETS 

I am thinking about getting a pet ferret. Will a ferret get 
along with my child and dog? 
Ferrets and dogs usually get along fine. Ferrets 
should not be left alone with small children as these 
animals seem to be attracted to fats in kid's skin and 
may bite. 

Do ferrets require special care? 

A home must be "ferret proofed" to avoid escape and 
ingestion of rubber and plastic items. Ferrets should 
eat ferret food or a premium quality dry kitten food. 

What routine veterinary care do ferrets require? 
Ferrets are very susceptible to canine distemper and 
require annual vaccinations for this disease as well as 
for rabies. Ferrets older than 3 years old frequently 
develop cancer of the adrenal glands, pancreas and 
lymphatic system.

Mutual Aid Bill Passed 

In a move by the State Legislature to demonstrate 
its commitment to the safety of the Commonwealth's 
police officers and commitment to adequate resources. 
Senate Bill 1342, An Act Relative to Mutual Aid Agreements, 
passed unanimously in both the Senate and House last 
week. "As a member of the Senate, it is my duty to 
provide the best resources and protection for our police 
officers,'' said State Senator Joan M. Menard (D-Fall River) 
following the Senate session. ''As the Senator from a 
district that borders another state, this piece of legislation 
is imperative for police officers on a service call or in a 
pursuit that carries over into Rhode Island." 

The bill, sponsored by Menard, allows for city 
and town police departments from different states, but 
who share a border, to enter into a compact providing for 
interstate aid. Specifically, these agreements ensure 
backup, equipment and manpower if need be when an 
officer crosses the state border in the line of duty. Cur- 
rently, when an officer does enter another state on duty, 
they do so as a private citizen, without authority and the 
protection from liability afforded to them as a police 
officer in Massachusetts. 

"Due to the diligent efforts and follow-through of 
Senator Joan Menard, Massachusetts is a safer place for 
police officers" said Chief George DiBlasi, Executive 
Director of the Massachusetts Chiefs of Police Association. 
"Senator Menard is to be applauded in this demonstration 
of her continuing support for those of us in the public 
safety arena" added Fall River Police Chief John M. 
Souza. "In a police department 

that borders the state of Rhode Island, there is always 
concern among officers regarding authority and liability 
issues. Fall River officers will now be assured that they 
can exercise their police powers in the event that our 
colleagues in Rhode Island require our assistance." 

Governor Romney has until November 30 to sign 
the bill, veto it, or send it back to the Legislature with 
proposed changes. With its unanimous passage in both 
bodies. Senator Menard is confident the bill will become 
law.

State of the Bay 

Buzzards Bay, the region's most important natural 
asset, is functioning at roughly half of its potential accord- 
ing to The Coalition for Buzzards Bay in a report released 
recently at a conference attended by concerned citizens, 
local officials, and scientists. On a scale of 0 to 100 (100 
representing the pristine Buzzards Bay described by 
explorer Bartholomew Gosnold in 1602), the Bay's health 
rates a 48. 

"A score of 48 reflects our need to do a much 
better job protecting Buzzards Bay from pollution and 
overdevelopment," said Mark Rasmussen, Executive 
Director for The Coalition for Buzzards Bay. 

While the release of the report comes on the heels 
of a long summer cleaning up Buzzards Bay after the 
April 27 Bouchard Oil Spill, the report highlights addi- 
tional issues such as nitrogen pollution and overdevelop- 
ment that are unrelated to the spill and pose an ongoing 
threat to the bay's future. 

Particularly troubling is the steadily increasing 
load of nitrogen pollution that flows to the bay from 
wastewater treatment plants, septic systems, lawn and 
agricultural fertilizers and acid rain. "Nitrogen is the 
single greatest threat to the future of Buzzards Bay and 
we continue to dump more and more of it into the bay 
each year," Rasmussen said. 

Most new nitrogen pollution entering the Bay 
comes from residential development in the watershed's 
more rural areas. Today, more than half of the bay's 
harbors and coves are degraded due to nitrogen. 

The increasing problem of nitrogen pollution is 
contrasted by declines in bacterial pollution in the past 
decade, the report notes. Shellfish beds closed due to 
bacterial contamination in Buzzards Bay have decreased 
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by 43 percent in the past 12 years. 'The cleanup of sewage 
pollution that has led to reopened shellfish beds in the 
bay is a clear example of how, when cities and towns 
focus on reducing pollution, bay health can be restored/' 

The impact of pollution and habitat loss is seen 
most clearly in the present state of some of the bay's most 
important living resources - eelgrass (score: 34), bay 
scallops (score: 12) and river herring (score: 5). 

"Buzzards Bay used to be known for its annual 
bay scallop harvest, now that fishery is in a state of near 
collapse due in large part to nitrogen-related declines in 
water quality and subsequent loss of eelgrass in the bay If 
we want our bay scallops back, we need to reduce nitro- 
gen pollution," said Rasmussen. Eelgrass — the founda- 
tion of the much of the bay ecosystem — now covers less 
than one-third of its historical area in the bay 

The health of river herring in the bay scored a 
disappointing 5 out of 100 due to the drastic decline in 
population numbers. The report notes historical herring 
catch records for rivers like the Mattapoisett where in 
1921, there were 1.85 million herring caught. The average 
for the past three years in the river is less than 100,000 fish 
per year. The decline in river herring can be traced to the 
damming of the bay's rivers, filling of spawning ponds, 
degradation of water quality, and alterations to pond and 
river flows. 

The area of the report that scored the highest was 
forests, with a score of 76 percent. In 1999, according to 
land use data provided by the Woods Hole Research 
Center, 76 percent of the Buzzard Bay watershed's origi- 
nal forest coverage remains. "Although forests received 
the highest score in this report. Buzzards Bay land re- 
mains at risk from new development and urban sprawl," 
Rasmussen said. Best scientific information suggests that 
when a coastal watershed loses more than 70 percent of its 
original forest cover, it is at risk of falling our of ecological 
balance. In the past 30 years, 13 percent (or 23,000 acres) 
of remaining forests have been lost primarily due to 
sprawl development.

Scaredy

The Cat in the Hat. Starring Mike Myers and Alec 
Baldwin. Directed by Bo Welch. Running time: 83 min- 
utes. MPAA rating: PG. 

It doesn't speak very well of The Cat in the Hat that the only thing 
that got anything close to a laugh out of me was Paris Hilton's cameo. 
She plays a party-goer in some weird, G-rated rave club where the 
denizens all wear versions of the Cat's familiar striped hat, which 
may be a reference to the way ravers have adopted Dr. Seuss garb 
(yeah, that was big ienyears ago — I saw dorky stoners wearing those 
things at Lollapalooza '93). But getting back to Paris Hilton: this may 
be the only time in history that someone has appeared in an X-rated 
video (albeit made public without her consent) and a big-budget 
kiddie flick within the same season. Ron Howard must be sighing 
with relief that his name isn't anywhere near the credits. 

Howard, of course, gave us How the Grinch Stole Christmas three 
Novembers ago, and his producing partner Brian Grazer, noting the 
hefty box-office returns even though nobody seems to have liked the 
movie much, has turned his attention to another Dr. Seuss book and 
hired another big comedy star to wear pounds of face-obscuring 
latex as the eponymous character. (Who's next? Adam Sandler as the 
Lorax? Reese Witherspoon as Daisy-Head Mayzie?) Make-up artist 
Steve Johnson has taken over for Rick Baker, who won an Oscar for 
turning Jim Carrey into the Grinch. But the Grinch was supposed to 
look menacing and creepy; the Cat in the Hat, with his long thick 
eyelashes, snub nose, and wide mouth that seems to move indepen- 
dently of the rest of his face, looks like nobody so much as . . . well . . . 
Michael Jackson. 

Another Michael, Mike Myers, is under the latex, and he never 
lets us forget that Mike Myers is under the latex. Myers gives a 
restless, noisy, pop-culture-in-a-Cuisinart performance — his Cat is 
a direct lineal descendant of Robin Williams' Genie in Aladdin (a bad 
precedent, it now appears). These movies insult intelligence across 
generational lines by providing flatulent slapstick for the kids (the 
lactose-intolerant Cat at one point unleashes the mother of all burps) 
and tired parodies of TV for parents. And there are about a hundred 
too many cut-aways to the bored kids Sally (Dakota Fanning) and 
Conrad (Spencer Breslin), whose house the Cat has invaded, as they 
stare at each other in bewilderment after one of the Cat's many 
unfunny gags. (And you can take "gags" literally: the Cat also horks 
up a hairball, and is seen filling up a barf bag during a bumpy ride. 
Is Dr. Seuss rolling in his grave yet?) 




The kids have been charged by their busy single mom (Kelly 
Preston) with keeping the house clean so that she can throw a party 
attended by her business clients and her germ-phobic boss (Sean 
Hayes, snipping like Will & Grace's Jack on overdrive). Conrad's fate 
also depends on it, as Mom's skunky boyfriend (Alec Baldwin, a 
long, sad distance from David Mamet) has threatened to send the kid 
to military school if he doesn't shape up. Dr. Seuss's book got along 
fine without any of these witless complications. 

The visuals are as cluttered as the plot. The first-time director is 
Bo Welch, who made his name as a production designer for Tim 
Burton {Beetlejuice, Edward Scissorhanas, Batman Returns) and Barry 
Sonnenfeld {Wild Wild West, the Men in Black movies). Proving my 
theory that a creative whiz in another field promoted to director will 
focus on his field to the exclusion of all else, Welch makes the town 
of Anville {Cat's setting) an elaborate Pez-colored fantasyland. There's 
even a mini-commercial for the "Seuss Landing" ride at Universal 
Studios (complete with a winking plug from Myers that's so blatant 
it goes beyond irony and into conscious pimping — Mike, what has 
happened to you?). But look at the Seuss book and you find nothing 
more fancy than a few doors and windows. 

Seuss knew how to tell a simple, enthralling, and funny story 
without hectic scenery or near-obscenities (a running "joke" in this 
PG-rated family film involves characters almost saying things like 
"ass" and "balls" before being interrupted). Brian Grazer, judging 
from the two Seuss movies he has uncorked, only knows how to 
corrupt those wonderful, simple tales. Doing Seuss in live-action 
isn't doomed to failure: 1953's The 5,000 Fingers of Dr. T, written by 
Seuss himself, contains more wonder and vision in five minutes than 
the entireties of the Carrey Grinch and the Myers Cat put together. Of 
course, it was released fifty years ago. Will people still be watching 
this Cat in the Hat in 2053? I bet Paris Hilton hopes so.

Renowned jazz singer Rebecca Parris doesn't 
mince words when it comes to the importance of mu- 
sic education and support for the arts. And she bristles 
at the idea that such essential programs have become 
"extracurricular" activities in public schools. 

"Studies have shown that music improves 
people's math skills (and) their thinking skills," Ms. 
Parris said. "There's so much benefit beyond just hav- 
ing music in your life. Everywhere I go I blab about 
how important music education is. (Calling it) extra- 
curricular really is a fallacy." 

Having come from a "long line educators" her- 
self, Ms. Parris should know a little about the value 
of music education.
